fastly pursues the British employ- 
ment of armored trains, the fasci- 
nation for which has given the Boers 
their first and latest victories.~ n 
this last occasion, the British seem 
to have walked into a deliberate trap, 
with the result that, according to the 
best accounts, ninety men are either 
killed, wounded or missing. Of these 
the Fusileers claim fifty and the Dur- 
ban infantry forty. It is believed but 
few escaped, and the others are pris- 
oners in the hands of the Boers. _ 
Many of the wounded were brought 
back on the locomotive and tender of 
the armored train. Capt. Haldane of 
the Gordon Highlanders was attached 
and other officers 
were with them. The list of casualties 
is awaited with great anxiety. In time 
of trouble Lieut. Winston Churchill has 
proved himself more a soldier than a 
correspondent, and his gallantry is 
highly praised-on all sides. “ 
The rumor of the death of Gen. Jou 
bert is discredited. It is understood 
that the War Office has news that he 
is still directing matters. It is also 
rumored from Pietermaritzburg that 
the Boer losses at’ Ladysmith Thurs- 
day were heavy, and included Gen. 
Lucas Meyer, who was either killed 
or wounded. The repor. *'to Gen. 
Joubert probably arose from the fact 
that his wife has left the Boer camp 
at Ladysmith for the Free State. 
According to the Pietermaritzburg 
correspondent of the London Outlook, 
rumors are current in the Natal cap- 
ital that the Boers contemplate a re- 
treat. It is needless, however, to at- 
tach importance to such reports, which 


spread in all probability with 


view of luring Gen. White, if possible, 
to abandon his defensive attitude. Sim- 
ilar rumors are current regarding the 
Boers at Mafeking, and are spread in- 
dustriously by native spies. 

Special dispatches from Lorenzo 
Marquez say that the Transvaal gov- 
ernment is exercising a severe censor- 
ship over all war news, and -will not 
allow newspapers to leave the country. 
One correspondent says the Boers are 
hurrying new commandos to Lady- 
smith, and are declaring that the place 
must fall speedily in order to liberate 
their forces, so that these may go to 
meet Gen. Buller’s advance. 

The latest dispatches from Estcourt 
regarding the armored-train engage- 
ment say that the train was capsized 
by an explosion, presumably of dyna- 
mite. The engine returned to Estcourt 
with two dead Fusileers and the fol- 
lowing wounded hanging on: Capt. 
Wylie, three non-commissioned officers 
and nine privates, all belonging to the 
Durban volunteers. 

Another Estcourt correspondent says: 
“A Boer contingent of 300 men came 
south of Freece Wednesday, and two 
companies 6f mounted troops, Imperial 
Light Horse and Natal Carbineers, en- 
gaged them eight miles from Estcourt. 
The Boers occupied a strong position 
on a kopje. The carbineers worked 
around on their right and drove the 
enemy back, whereupon the Imperial 
Light Horse opened a brisk fire at me- 
dium range, killing several. One man 
of the Imperial Light Horse was 
wounded.” 

The West Yorkshire Regiment, the 
Prince of Wales’s Own, commanded by 
Col. Kitchener, brother of Lord Kitche- 
ner of Khartoum, has arrived at Est- 
court from Durban. The troops there 
“sleep in their boots,” and the utmost 
vigilance is maintained. It is rumored 
that some important movement is im- 
minent.

“The enemy apparently opened fire 
with a Maxim and two $-pounders, get- 
ing the range accurately. The fire was 
telegraph wires and 
poles were destroyed, Their guns were‘ 
posted on a kopje covered with brush- 
wood, and their- sharpshooters were 
hidden behind boulders. The Dublins 
and volunteers, fighting in equal bat- 
tle, thrice drove the enemy back, but 
the flerceness of the rifle and big-gun 
fire was too much for the brave little 
party, which was weakened at the 
outset by the overturning of the trucks, 
hurting several. 

“Lieut. Churchill’s bravery and cool- 
ness were magnificent. Encouraged by 
him, all worked like heroes in clearing 
the line to enable the engine and ten- 
der to pass. Later details show that a 
heavy rain and mist compelled a cessa- 
tion of firing. Lieut. Churchill bravely 
carried the wounded to the rear under 
fire. 

“While the Boers were destroying the 
train, their scouts pushed in and ex- 
changed shots with the British pickets, 
a few miles from Estcourt. It appears 
that the Boers were in ambush. As 
soon as the train had passed up, they 
emerged from cov2r and dislodged the 
sleeper bolts.”

‘ARMORED TRAIN FIRED UPON. 
INTERESTING ENCOUNTER. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT. } 
ESTCOURT (Natal,) Wednesday, 
Nov. 15.—[{By South African Cable.] 
‘An armored train, having on board 
half.a company of Durban voluntee 
and half a company of the Dublin Fu- 
sileers, steamed to Cheveley early this 
morning. On its return it was shelled 
by the artillery of the Boers, placed in 
four yositions. trucks in front of 
the engine eft the rails, toppling over. 
While the train was thus heipless, the 
Durbans and Dubling’faced the Boers 
in skirmiishing order, and the Boers 
poured shot and shell inte the crippled 
train. The derailed trucks were with 
great difficulty removed and the line 
was cleared, when the engine and ten- 
der steamed back. P 

During this juncture Lieut. Winston 
Churchill of the Fourth Hussars, son 
of the late Lord ndolph Churchill, 
displayed much courage, as also did 
the driver and fireman of the engine. 
It is feared that the Dublins and Dur- 
bans fared badly. A Red Cross party 
has gone out. 

LATER:—Seven of the Durbans have 
just come in, making twenty-three 
missing. Only fifteen of the Dublins 
have returned. The Natal 7-pounder, 


“which was in front of the truck,had~ 


fired three shots, when it was shattered 
by the Boer artillery. The armored en- 
gine has many bullet marks on it, and 
its dome cover is smashed, as also is 
its automatic exhaust pipe and twenty- 
five-ton screw jacket.

MOST STARTLING INFORMATION. 
JOUBERT’S REPORTED DEATH. 
[A, P. DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, Nov. 15.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The most startling news from 
the seat of war today is the report of 
the death of Gen. Piet Joubert, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Boer forces. 
Though the report comes from many 
different sources, it obviously lacks 
confirmation. At the same time many 
people believe the report to be well- 
founded, as the general’s death is said 
to have occurred November 9, when 
the Boer riflemen were understood to 
be within 1500 yards of Ladysmith. 
As severe fighting between the British 
and the Boers the same day has been 
reported, it is regarded in some quar- 
ters as quite probable that Gen. Jou- 
bert, always noted for his personal 
courage and’ coolness, may have dan- 
gerously exposed himself in a personal 
reconnoissance of the British position. 

If Joubert were really killed on the 
battlefield, it would seem to be the 
fittest death for such a gallant soldier. 
Even his foes admit that he fought 
squarely, and his action, when Gen. 
Symons died, in cabling his sympathy 
to the bereaved widow, established him 
in the high regard of all soldiers. It 
is claimed that the death of Joubert 
would be likely to lead to the adoption 
by the Boers of bolder and more active 
tactics, as it is well known Gen. Jou- 
bert was a cautious and conservative 
commander, and that he had consider- 
able difficulty in restraining his hot- 
headed followers. 

The driblets of news indicate that 
Ladysmith was still undergoing bom- 
bardment Sunday from six  40- 
pounders, while the naval guns were 
silent. The Boers, it consequently ap- 
pears, have got more heavy guns into

St. Louis Meeting of the Intersiate 
Commerce Commission to Close To- 
day Without Presentation of 
Defendants’ Case. 


Railroad Companies Want Time in 
Which to Collect Evidence in Re- 
buttal and Two Months May 
Be Granted. 


Evidence of Rebates Having Been Al- 
lowed to Favored Parties is Pre- 
sented—Armour and His 
Private Car System.

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 16.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Interstate Commerce 
Commission, which has been holding 
an inquiry into Pacific Coast rates, 
will adjourn, so far as its session in 
St. Louis is concerned, by 11:30 o'clock 
tomorrow. This was arranged late to- 
day. Only one witness remains to be 
examined, and it is thought that not 
more than an hour and a half will be 
consumed in his interrogation. The 
work of the commission since Mon- 
day has been devoted chiefly to hear- 
ing the side of the complainants, the 
St. Louis Traffic Bureau and its fnter- 
pleaders, against the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, and twenty-one 
other-ratiread-companies,.charged with | 
maintaining freightrates discriminating 


against Sst. Louis._— 


The defendants’ case will» not’ be 
presented at this hearing. They have 
asked for time in which to collect evi- 
dence in rebuttal of that adduced by 
the complainants, and to hear these 
witnesses, a commission will reconvene 
on the Pacific Coast, presumably at 
San Francisco, at some time within 
the next two months. Only two mem- 
bers of the commission were present 
today, Knapp and Clements. Fifer, 
Yoemans and Prouty were not in the 
city. 

Of the witnesses examined, Saunders 
Norvell, third vice-president of the 
Simmons’ Hardware Company; Conrad 
Guignon, traffic manager of the Pad- 
dock-Hawley Iron Company and N, 


'O. Nelson, president of the N. O. Nel- 


son Manufacturing Company, appeared 
for the complainants. A. T. B. Jack- 
son, representing a line of steamships 
which ply between New York and San 
Francisco via the. Horn, appeared in 
behalf of the defendants. He is the 
only witness called by them so far. 
This morning the defendants will ex- 
amine another of their witnesses, and 
this will conclude the St. Louis hear- 
ine. 
EVIDENCE OF REBATES. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Evidence of re- 
‘bates granted by certain roads to 
favored parties was offered before the 
transportation sub-committee of the 
Industrial Commission today. H. E. 
Dousman, a retired member of the 
Board of Trade, was the principal wit- 
ness of the morning. 

Most of his testimony referred to the 
discrimination of railroad and elevatog 
combinations against private indiVid- 
uals, who are trying to carry on busi- 
ness, but are deterred by the action 
of the concerns from which they refuse 
to accept rebates. The witness also 
gave it as his opinion that the princl- 
pal effect of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has been to put valuable 
favors in the hands of fewer persons 
than before its passage, and he ex- 
plained this broad statement by saying 
that the railroads now feel it neces- 
sary to give rebates to persons to who 
they can look for protection. — 

A. A. Kennard.of the butetr and egg 
board, who testified at the afternoon 
session, said there was much com- 
plaint among commission men, because 
of burdensome rates by telegraph and 
telephone companies. He said the gen- 
eral feeling among commission mer- 
chants was in favor of a government 
control of the telegraph and telephone. 
Kennard also cited instances of dis- 


for shipping fruits from California to 
Chicago. He claimed small firms and 
private individuals had frequently to 
pav a heavy bonus to secure cars, and 
eaid five firms in this city practically 
had control of the refrigerator cars. 

S. H. Greeley of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, testified during the afternoon.

CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Greeley declared 
that the alleged existing railroad com- 
bination which the commission is in- 
vestigating is the work of P. D. Ar- 
mour of Chicago, who is such a heavy 
handler of freight that it places him 
in a position to dictate. 

In discussing the private-car problem, 
Greeley said: “The Armours own be- 
tween 15,000.and 20,000 cars. If any 
man owns cars and receives a minimum 
of five-eighths of a cent from the rail- 
roads for each mile each car. travels, 
he can lose. money, in the grain busi- 
ness and still make fortunes out of his 
private-car system.” — 

W. F. Herrin, attorney for the South- 
ern Pacific, in cross-examination, at- 
tempted to show that the railroad rates 
were not responsible for fluctuation in 
the volume of business transacted in 
California..during. the...last. eighteen 
months, since the rates had remained 
the same during that period.

NEW PROGRAMME DISCUSSED AT 
COLUMBUS.

Measure Provides for Many Elec- 
tion Reforms—Hon. Bird B. Coler 
Speaks on the Financial Side of 
the Question—California Organiza- 
tions Affiliate With the League.

COLUMBUS (0O.,) Nov. 16.—The ses- 
sions of the National Municipal League 
continued today.

blanket ballot with the names of the

makes it necessary that all_municipal | 
elections shall be held at a different 

time from State and national elections. 

The plan provides that no debts, in- 

curred for the purpose of municipal 

undertakings from which the city de- 

rives a revenue sufficient to pay all 

costs of operation, interest on the 

bonds and a sinking fund which will 

pay the bonds in twenty years, shall be 

included within the debt which may 

be constitutionally incurred. 

The organization consists of a mayor, 

elected by the people for a two years’ | 
term; a council, to be elected by gen- 

eral ticket for a six-year term, one- 

third of the members being elected 

every two years at the time of the elec- 

tion of the mayor. 4 7 

The council is to elect a controller, 

other city officers to be appointed by 

the mayor. 

Hon. Bird B. Coler, Controller of 

Greater New ‘York, discussed “The 

city’s power to Incur indebtedness un- 


der the “proposed municipal pro- 
gramme.” Mr. Coler, after referring to 
the early financial ~ difficulties of 


Greater New York, referred to the re- 
striction of indebtedness of cities and 
said: 
“A city issues bonds only for perma- 
nent improvement, the benefits of 
which inure to posterity... But there 
are two classes of these improvements, 
easily distinguishable from one an- 
other, and between which a sharp dis- 
tinction should be drawn. 

“In one of these classes are improve- 
ments which, while adding to the 
beauty and heaithfulness of a city, 
bring in no direct financial returns. 
This is by far the most numerous class 
and includes such ordinary works as 
the erection of public buildings, the 
acquisition of parks and the re-paving 
of streets. The expense incurred is un- 
questionably a financial burden upon 
the taxpayer.

EXHAUSTIVE INVESTIGATION BY 
COMPTROLLER DAWES. 


Thousands of Bank Reports Ex- 
amined and Interesting Data Com- 
piled—Rate of Growth in the Num- 
ber of Depositors Unparalleled in 
the World’s History. 


[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON Nov. 16.—Charles D, 
Dawes, Comptroller of the Currency, 
has just made public the results of the 
investigation which he has made into 
the number of loans and deposit ac- 
counts, rates of interest and resources 
of the combined banks of the United 
States in the years 1889, 1894 and 1899. 
In collecting this data nearly 10,000 re- 
ports of the banks have been examined 
and compiled. 
the number of loans and deposit ac- 
counts and average loans and deposits 
is the first ever made, covering the 
United States, either in reference to 
the national system or banks other 
than national. The results of this in- 
vestigation indicate a magnitude of 
bank resources and a rate of growth 
in number of depositors which is un- 
paralleled in the financial history of 

The Comptroller states that the re- 
sults for the combined years are care- 
fully estimated on the basis of ratios 
found to exist in the reporting banks, 
and that they may be regarded as sub- 
Stantially accurate. He is careful to 
call attention to the fact that the num- 
ber of deposit accounts and loans given 
in his figures must not be confused 
with the number of depositors and bor- 
rowers, since the same individual may 
have loans and deposits 
banks, each of which Would make a 
separate report to the Comptroller. 
While, therefore, the actual number 
of borrowers and depositors is much

The wheels of justice in the case of 


‘Twining, the Ivanhoe school-teacher 


charged with extreme. cruelty, moved 
very slowly yesterday and it was after 
midnight when the County Board of 
Education arrived at a decision, and 
dismissed the charges against him. 

Although two attorneys were Ssup- 
posed to conduct the investigation, the 
County Board took the matter on its 
shoulders and examined the witnesses. 

The defendant, Twining, took the 
stand in his own behalf, after the 
prosecution had rested, and testified 
that while it was true he punished 
Vida Belcher, he did so in,a very 
proper way. 

It had been testified by a former wit- 
ness that ten blows were struck. This 
Twining denied, and was very positive 
that he had inflicted only six. When 
questioned by the prosecution he ad- 
mitted that he would never strike an- 
other blow, but in the same breath 
acknowledged that yesterday he had 
shaken an unruly pupil. The witness’s 
testimony was conclusive that corporal 
punishment has been the chief method 
of correction under Twining’s reign at 
Ivanhoe. to the particular in- 
stance, he alleged that Vida had 


! 


objected to Twining as a teacher, and 
requested that he be removed. On No- 
vember 3, the day after the trouble, the 
Belcher family again called and ex- 
hibited Vida’s back, on which he had 
no trouble in tracing several red marks 
about one inch wide and. greatly 
varied in length. In all he counted 
about eight, a a slight cut on the 
face. The latter he thought did not 
amount to much, 

Witnesses on both sides were exam- 
ined until midnight. Nellie M. Has- 
kell testified that e thought the 
school and not the teacher was to 
blame for the present trouble. Miss L. 
E. Smith charged the Belcher family 
with the responsibility. 

The findings of the board, which 
are signed by L. G. Brown, J. J. Mor- 
gan, E. M. Pallette, W. A. Wright and 
J. H. Strine, are as follows: —.. 

“The County Board of Education of 
Los Angeles county has carefully and 
thoroughly investigated the charges 
made by J. 8S. PoHock and S. E. 
Belcher, two of the trustees of Ivan- 
hoe district, against N. C. Twining, 
teacher of Ivanhoe school. 

“We find. that a most deplorable con- 
dition has prevailed in Ivanhoe school 


district for some time, and that there 


We. 
the causes and events leading up to 
the act, we do not feel warranted in 
revoking Mr. Twining’s certificate in 
the present instance for that cause. 
The testimony does not show that the 
punishment was so’severe as to affect 
the health of the child. 

“Second—We do not find that ‘the 
temporary laming of Albert Moore was 
intentional or serious, but that it ac- 
cidentally occurred while he was re- 
ceiving well-merited punishment. 
“Third—We find the charge that Mr. 
Twining used violent, coarse and vul- 
gar language to his pupils, and fre- 
quently exhibited a violent and uncon- 
trollable temper, to be totally dis- 
proven. 

“The charges are therefore dismissed, 


and we believe that if the trustees and 


patrons of the school will give the sup- 
port they should to the teacher, and 
make the proper effort to secure the 


‘respectful obedience of their own chil- 


dren to the proper regulations of the 
school, that there need be no further 
trouble in the school.”

PERFECT HARMONY. 


IRRIGATION INTERESTS UNITE 
IN THE CONVENTION. 


George H. Maxwell Says the Results of 


Its Deliberations- Will Be Found 
in’ Broadest and Safest 
Development. 


Advisory Council Meets and Perfects 
vrganization and the Executive 
Committee is Increased to 
Twenty-nine Members. 


Merced Game Ordinance Upheld—Hono- 
lulu Gets a Political Sensation. 
Three Chinese Murder Sus- 
pects Arrested. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The Southern Cal- 
ifornia delegates to the convention on 
storage of flood waters are greatly en- 
couraged by the action taken by the 
convention and by the tone of ’ the 
speeches. They feel that their work 
has been récognized and its value fully 
appreciated, The indorsement of the 
National Irrigation Congress's policy 
for Federal storage reservoirs was a 
triumph for the southern § delegates. 
The feeling of the members from south 
of Tehachapi. was voiced today by 
George H. Maxwell, delegate of the 
‘Pasadena Board of Trade, who, in dis- 
cussing the work of the convention, 
said: 
“I believe. the result of the conven- 
‘tion has been.to unite, with the most 
perfect harmony of purpose, all sec- 
tions and interests of the State, which 
will lead to“the broadest and safest 
development of all irrigation resources 
of our commonwealth and the utiliza- 


_tion of her water supplies to the fullest 


extent. . The resolutions reported by 
the committee and-adopted by the 
convention by a large majority, declare 
in favor of the entire policy of the 
National Irrigation Congress for the 
construction of Federal storage reser- 
voirs for flood protection and for the 
conservation of water for both naviga- 


tion and irrigation, and: also in favor 


of construction by the Federal gov- 
ernment, whenever necessary, of stor- 
age reservoirs and irrigation works for 
the reclamation of arid piiblic lands. 
They also provide for the leasing of 
public lands, the revenues to be used 
for irrigation development. Upon all 
these propositions the nationab and 
State associations stand now upon the 
same platform with reference to the 
national movement, and will work in 
most» complete harmony. 

“It seems to me that the policy de- 
clared for by the convention and upon 
which the different elements represented 
were harmonized is one which the peo- 
ple of the State can unitedly support. 
It embraces the whole policy of the 
gation movement, supple- 
mented and aided by the coéperation 
of the State; but without any of the 
risk attendant upon the issuance of the 
irrigation bonds. I think the result 
has been to bring the people of. the 
State into line in favor of a policy 
which is entirely free from bond-issue 
dangers, and I am positive that the 
outcome will be peculiarly beneficial to 
Southern California, as the policy de- 
clared fully reflects the views of the 
people of that section as to the lines 
along which the most complete develop- 
ment of the southern part of the State 
and the great interior of the South- 
west tributary to it can be accom- 
plished. 

“The State association will, in my 
judgment, strengthen the efforts of 
Southern California to accomplish the 


reservation of forests on watersheds, 
and the reforestration of deforested | 


areas in that section. There can be no 
doubt that a strong interest has been 
awakened in Northern California, both 
in irrigation development and forest 
preservation, and that is bound to 
greatly aid the people of the South 
in securing the necessary State and na- 


_tional legislation on these subjects. 


“The committee through whom the 
convention was called showed from the 
Start a sincere desire to reach a basis 
of complete agreement with all sections 
of the State, and this evident purpose 
on their part to prevent any effort to 
override the strong convictions held by 
so many delegates in favor of a na- 
tional movement made possible a com- 
plete agreement, which has resulted. 
The resolutions of the convention were 
in the nature of a declaration in ad- 
vance of the purposes of the perma- 


_ nent association. The advisory council, 


consisting of ten members from each 
Congress district, has just concluded 
the labors of its first session, having 
effected a permanent organization and 
elected officers. On the Executive Com- 
mittee of twenty-nine which was se- 
lected, the fullest recognition was given 
to Southern California and her inter- 
ests. Among the members from that 
section are Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, J. 
Ross Clark, C. B. Boothe, T. BE. Gibbon 
and J. D. Works of Los Angeles, 

““T believe the people of Southern 
California are to be congratulated on 
the results Of this convention, and I 
believe that these results would not 
have been attained but for the strong 
and positive stand taken by the people 
of that section against anything being 
done which would weaken or retard the 
national irrigation movement. It was 
a marked feature of the convention 


that the most conservative spirit per-. 


vaded it, and that the members were 
imbued with the conviction that while 


desiring speedy and strong codperation | 


of both nation and State in the devel- 
opment of our irrigation resources, we 
should at the same time lay the best 


possible foundation for irrigation’ de-- 


velopment by private enterprise, and 
that all vested rights should be main- 
tained and the fullest protection be 
given -to capital invested or to be in- 
vested in irrigation works, and to the. 
water-consumer as well; recognizing 
that the prosperous irrigator is the 
foundation stone upon which all .suc- 
cessful and enduring irrigation devel- 
opment must be built. 

“I believe that one of the most impor- 
tant principles enunciated by the con- 
vention was that declaring in favor of 
the establishment of the system of trri- 
gation laws under which the right to 
use the water for irrigating shall rest 
in the user and become an appurtenant 
to the land irrigated, and that benefi- 
cial use shall be the measure of right.

President Dole had received a letter 
from Mr. Damon, containing a report 
of the latter’s trip to Italy in the in- 
terest of labor importations. It is un- 
derstood that the government at Wash- 
ington intimated that the Minister’s 
actions were not viewed with approval 
and that this was the reason for the 
sudden resignation. In a letter to 
President Dole, Minister Damon states 
his intention to visit Portugal and to 
be home by Christmas. It is believed 
that he intends to look into the mat- 
ter of immigration from Portugal. 

President Dole states that he will 
appoint a new minister at once, but 
that it would depend upon the wishes 
of Mr. Damon whether the‘ appoint- 
ment was permanent or temporary... 

The Chinese Consul is about to lay 
before the Chinese Minister at Wash-

CONSUMER PAYS THE FREIGHT. 
The hearing before the Interstate 
Louis, 
while upon its face merely a contest 
__ between jobbers in the interior of the 
continent and those on the Pacific Coast, 
is actually a fight between the con- 
sumers of goods here and the jobbers 
of California. As has been clearly 
shown by contestants before the com- 
mission, there is such a big difference 
between carload rates and less than car- 
load rates from eastern interior points, 
as to place the retailer in California 
at a @ecided disadvantage, the burden 
| end falling upon the poor con- 
sumer, who rarely, if ever, has any 
one to speak for him before commerce 
commissions, railway pooling associa- 
tions, or other organizations whose acts 
may seriously effect the contents of his 
purse. 

_As has been shown by the :arguments 
at this St. Louis meeting of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, rates are 
made in the interest of the jobber in 
California who can ship articles of 
commerce in carload lots. The time 
was when the retailer in this section 
could ship broken lots of drugs, hard- 
ware, dry goods and other staples, at 
a rate which would enable him to ‘sell

In the contention that is now going 
on before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission at St. Louis, that important 
body, which has authority in the prem- 
ises, should consider the rights of the 
consumers on this’ coast as paramount 
to the claims of the jobbers in St. Louis 
or other interior points, and the jobbers 
in California. The railroads have no 
right to foster a jobbing trade on this 
coast at the expense of the people. It 
is to prevent just such doings as this 
that the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion was created. Its duty in the case 
under discussion is plain. The people 

Ihave a right to demand relief from a 
combination which has been organized 
to pick their pockets.

A PATRIOT FOR REVENVE. 

It has never been denied with real 
W. J. Bryan is a 
patriot. Far be it from The Times to 
deny it now. In fact, we assert, and 
maintain with all due insistency, ve- 
hemence, and so forth, that Bryan is a 
patriot—a patriot for revenue. Ii would 
be useless to deny this proposition, . for 
the proofs are complete and over- 
whelming. 

Now, there are patriots—and pa- 
triots. Mr. Bryan is one of the latter 
kind. There are patriots for one thing 
and patriots fot another thing. Mr. 
Bryan is a patriot for one thing only— 
for revenue.

to have less in- the future than he has 


had in the past. ; ‘ 


It is currently stated, and we hav 
not’ as yet seen any denial from Mr. 
Bryan, that the latter demanded and 
received $2500 for his week’s work in 
Iowa this fall, in behalf of the Demo- 
cratic ticket, shortly previous to the 
election. It is further stated—and, so 
far as we have observed, Mr. Bryan has 
not seen fit’to enter denial—that he 
(Bryan) demanded and received $2500 
for his week’s work in Kentucky, in de- 
fense of the author of the infamous 
Goebel election law, shortly preceding 
the election recently held in that State, 
the decision of which is ‘still pending. 
It has also been stated with consider- 
able particularity—and so far as we 
have seen has not been specifically de- 
nied—that Bryan was paid for his po- 
litical speeches in Nebraska out of 
funds contributed by the great silver 
trust. Again, it has been asserted with 
more or less of confidence that Mr. 
Bryan “has made more money in the 
plied tenfold, than he had earned in 
his whole life previously.” 

From these and other allegations of 
a similar character, that have gone un- 
contradicted, it is so obvious that it may 
safely be set down as an established fact 
that William Bryan is beyond all per- 
adventure one of the other kind of pa- 
triots—a patriot for revenue only.

BURNING OF THE PATRIA. 


PASSENGERS COMPLAIN OF THE 
ACTION OF OFFICERS. 


Say They Could Have Saved Their 
Baggage if They Had Been Notified 
of the Fire—Remarkable Coolness of 
Those on Board—London News- 
papers Praise Captain and Crew. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.] ; 

‘DOVER (Eng.,) Nov. 16.—{By At- 
lantic Cablee] There seems to be a 
general complaint among the _  pas- 
sengers of the Hamburg-American-line 
Capt. Fretich, which 
caught fire off this port while on her 
way from Néw York for Hamburg, 
that they were kept in ignorance of 
the outbreak of the fire for about five 
hours. The passengers, who were 
landed here, assert that if they had 
been notified in time, all their bag- 
gage could have been saved. 

A saloon passenger says: “The pas- 
sengers were not informed of the fire 
until 11 o’clock Wednesday morning, 
and there is. good reason to believe 
that the officers knew of the outbreak 
of the fire at 6 o’clock in the morning. 
qd was standing on deck,-saw some 
smoke curling up behind the smoke- 
stack, and forthwith informed my com- 
panions. The officers then ordered all 
on deck, putting the women and chil- 
dren in the boats first. They were 
safely lowered.”’ 

The passengers leave here this after- 
noon for Southampton, when they will 
embark on board the Kaiser Frederick 
for Hamburg. They were entertained 
with a dinner at St. John’s school 
previous to their departure for South- 
ampton. 

As an instance of the coolness dis- 
played by the passengers, it is related 


| that a German girl who had _ been 
_studying art at New York, devoted her| _ 


time to sketching scenes on the deck. 
Finally she hurried to her cabin to se-

SOUTHAMPTON, Nov. 16.—While 
waiting for the Kaiser Frederick, 
which arrived this evening, shortly 
after 8 o’clock, the passengers were 
cared for on board the Isle of Wight 
steamer Carisbrooke, provided for their 
accommodation by the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Company. They presented a 
strange spectacle on their arrival. 


Some of the men “were wrapped in 


blankets. The little children, several 
mere babes in arms, were crying for 
want of bread. Dinner was _ served 
them immediately on the Carisbrooke 
as, although every attention had been 
shown them at Dover, they had little 
to eat since morning. Some were pros- 
trated with nervous excitement, and 
had to be carried on board the Caris- 
brooke. 

All are loud in their praises of the 
coolness and courage of Capt. Fre- 
tich and the crew, and of the courtesy 
shown them since they were rescued. 
Cowden Laughlin, a New Yorker, who 
is on his way to Berlin, confirms the 
statements of other passengers regard- 
ing the complete absence of anything 
like panic. He says: “The worst fea- 
ture was the loss of baggage. I lost all 
my diplomas, which were in my trunk. 
The opnion of all is that we should 
have been informed as soon as the fire 
was discovered which would have en- 
abled us to save our effects; but I be- 
lieve the officers did not know the ex- 
tent of the danger.”’ : 

There is considerable conflict of opin- 
ion as to the date of the outbreak of 
the fire, some of the passengers de- 
clari that it was Tuesday. This, 
however, lacks confirmation.

DARING ATTEMPTED ROBBERY. 


DESPERADOES ESCAPE.

It was-learned at the office of the 
Lake Shore road that the door of the 
express car was broken in by the rob- 
bers with a heavy brake wheel while 
the messenger in general charge was in 
car ahead. 


United States Express Company, said 
he was unable to state whether the 
robbers had taken any booty. 

“The car was loaded at Cleveland,” 
said he, ‘‘with valuables and general 
merchandise consigned to Buffalo and 
eastern ‘points.

The Conestega was settling fast and 
her speed was diminished before half 
the distance to the piers at the mouth 
of the harbor had been traversed. Ev- 
erybody showed the feverish eagerness . 
of men who were fighting against © 
death. A few hundred yards from the 
harbor entrance it looked as if the 
boats would have to be resorted to 
after all. As the mouth of the harbor 
was gained floods of water poured into 
the fire hold, drove the stokers up the 
ladders to the deck, and at last ex- 
tinguished the fire in the boilers. The 
steamer was then dragging the bottom. 

Fears of going down in deep water 
were then abandoned by Capt. Cron- 
kite and the crew, only to be replaced 
by apprehensions that the boilers might 
explode, but soon the water cooled the 
boilers, and the Conestega came to a 
stop as her keel rubbed hard on the 
bottom of the harbor. The water dia 
not reach the upper deck, and the crew 
was safe. 

The steamer was loaded at Buffalo, 
and carried freight from eastern points.

A SCORE INJURED.

WILDCATTERS DETERMINED TO 
EXPLOIT THE PARK SECTION. 


Every Indication Points to the Fact 
That a Test of the Limit Ordinance 
Will Soon Be Made in the Courts. 
Arrests Have Been Ordered to Be 
Made—Cannon for Los Angeles. 


It is only a matter of time until an- 
ether oil fight will be inaugurated in that 
section of the city which is supposed 
to be protected by a city ordinance 
from the encroachments the “wila-- 
cat oil interests. The speculators have 
become convinced that oil is to be 
found in the immediate vicinity of 
Sunset and Westlake parks, and are 
determined to stop at nothing until 
they have had an opportunity to ex- 
ploit this section for oil. It is not 
known why these men should think 
these parks peculiarly rich in oil, norwhy 
they should wish to despoil a beauti- 
ful residence section for the sake of 
securing a doubtful chance to make 
a few dollars for their own individual 
gain. Several years ago, oil wells were 
drilled in that section which the specu- 
lators seem to think so rich, and 
proved entire failures. 

One thing that, as much as any 
other, has urged on the speculators in 
their attempts to secure admission to 
the interdicted territory, is the fact 
that W. L. Hardison, a resi®ent of 
Santa Paula, has a well just outside 
the northern limit that protects Sun- 
get Park from the wildcatters, which 
has proved a success. By some this 
well is said to yield as high as eighty 
barrels-of oil a day. This gentleman, 
elated by his success, is desirous of 
drilling other wells just south of the 
first one, and inside the protecting 
limit. During the recent fight before 
the Council, Hardison, a simon-pure 
interloper with not even a vote in the 
city, frankly told the members: of the 
Council that to further~his own ends 
he desired to secure permission to dril] 
regardless of any lines whatever, and 
that he considered the Council a 
“short cut” to what he wished to se- 
cure. 

Hardison boldly asserted before the 
Council that the ordinance was uncon- 
and could be “knocked 
out” 
of ease, and added a great deal about 
stifling the interests of the city by un- 
just laws and discriminating — ordi- 
mances. So far as known, he is not a 
property-owner in Los Angeles, but 
merely rents a piece of ground in the 
west end for the purpose of drilling 
for oil. Naturally, his ideal of the 
best interests of the city takes the form 
ofthe unlimitedright to prospect for the 
greasy fluid regardless of the pfoperty 
‘Interests of those who have built fine 
residences and established homes in the 
vicinity affected. Now, desnite the 
fact that a city ordinance in full force 
prohibits drilling for oil nearer than 
gome 20 odd feet to Sixth street 
Hardison has erected a derrick within 
the limit with the evident intention 
of drilling for oil as soon as the neces- 
gary tools can be secured... 

Bome time ago it was announced that 
Richard Green had a well near Com- 
monwealth avenue that was within the 

Mmit. Drilling on this wel] is being 
actively pushed, but as yet no oil has 
been struck. The machinery {fs there. 
and an unsightly derrick, but in order 
to make sure of a case the authorities 
‘have decided not to act until oil is 
actually struck. City Attorney Haas 
has ingtructed Oil Inspector fo 


f 
arrest the parties just as soon as, in 
his judgment, the law has been vio- 
lated. One of the most prominent wild- 
catters said a few days ago that it was 
the intention of those interested in ‘the 
field to ‘make a test of the legality of 
the ordinance protecting the parks, 
and for this purpose the speculators 
would pool the issue and fight it out on 
one well. From the fact that’ derricks 
are being erected, and drilling delayed, 
it would seem that such is the case, 
and that Richard Green has been se- 
lected to bear the brunt of ithe offend- 
ing. 

Parties at the present time unknown 
have placed lumber and a boiler on a 


lot near the corner of Sixth and Miami. 


streete, that is well within the IHmit. 
Every indication is that a derrick is 
shortly to be erected and spudding be- 
run. 

From recent developments in the pro- 
tected territory it appears that the or- 
dinance is to he tested in the courts 
this time, and if, as the speculators ex- 
pect, the ordinance is declared illegal, 
‘a number of wells will be put down at 
ance, so as to escape the provisions of 
a subsequent regulating ordinance that 


' might be so framed as to hold water. 


The fact that so many preparations 
are being made. while but one well is 
actually being drilled, is regarded by 
many as at least significant.

__‘Hon, Fred Eaton, Mayor of Los An- 
geles—Sir;: I have a trophy gun, cap- 
tured from the Spanish at Santiago de 
Cuba, which I have been authorized by 
the Secretary of’ War to present to. the 
citv of Los Angeles. T am in receipt of 
a letter from Frank Sabichi and W. T. 
Craig, chafrman secretary, re- 
epectively, of the Volunteer Medal 
Committee of the Native Sons of the 
Golden West, suggesting that Thanks- 
giving day, November 30, would be an 
appropriate time for the presentation, 
as on that’day the medals are to be 
presented to the California volunteers. 
This date is agreeable to me. Please 
advise me if it meets with your ap- 
proval that I may make the necessary 
arrangements to ship the gun to Los 
Angeles and arrange to be there my- 
self.

OIL ON THE STREET. 
DAMAGE. 

A mischievous ‘boy caused Oi] In- 
spector Monlux considerable trouble 
yesterday; at least the Inspector as- 
signs to the dare-deviltry of young 
America a disagreeable piece of. work 
that he had to perform. A large tank 
wagon holding about thirty barrels of 
oil was left standing Wednesday night 
near the corner of Temple and Fiire- 
man streets. Wednesday afternoon 


the wagon had been filled with crude 
petroleum from a wooden tank belong- 


ing to George Lawrence. Yesterday 
morning it was discovered that the 


gate to the wagon had been opened 
during the night and a portion of the 
oil had flowed out upon the street and 
was slowly making its way down the 
hill, bedaubing the gutters as it went. 
The Oil Inspector believes that some 
urchin of an investigating turn of mind 
tried to turn the gate, and after par- 
tially succeeding, was either fright- 
ened away or was unable to close it 
again. A large part of the day was 
spent in cleaning up the gutters, but 
the Inspector reported that, owing to 
its timely discovery, no damage was 
done to property, and but little to the 


street. Late in the day an effort was 
made to haul the wagon away. The 
ground was soft and the wagon 


bogged, with the result that the tongue 
was snapped off by the six horses in 
their efforts to extricate the tank 
wagon, and it was left until a new 
tongue could be procured. : 

The Oil Inspector reports that abso- 
lutely no oil escaped during the recent 
light rain, and that all the sumpholes 
in the field are in such a condition that 
no oil would escape during an ordinary 
precipitation. “Many~of-the. holes have 
been filled up lately and a general im- 
provement made in the conditions that 
prevail in the oil fields. 


PUBLIC MARKET ORDINANCE. 
TO BE DISCUSSED. 

Among matters of interest that will 
come before the Board of Public Works 
this morning is the public market ordi- 
nance. Some time ago the Council 
passed an ordinance prohibiting sales 
of produce except between the hours of 
4and9a.m. This was done on account 
of the representation of several of the 
large firms in the city that owing to 
the extreme low rate of rent at which 
the stalls in the public market were 
let, they were being undersold, and a 


consequent injury was done their busi-_ 


ness. As soon as the ordinance was 
passed those who had the stalls raised 
an objection, and two weeks ago pre- 
sented to the Council a petition twenty- 
two feet long, and bearing 700 names, 
protesting against the enforcement: of 
the law. The matter was up before the 
Board of Public Works once since 
that time, and the fact was brought 
out that if the city insisted on enforc- 
ing the ordinance private capital would 
build another market, to which all the 
fruit men would go, and this would en- 
tail a loss of revenue to the city. No 
action was taken at that time, and the 
matter was deferred until this morning.

CLAYTON AND HIS GUN. 


TRIAL FOR ASSAULT TO MURDER 
EARL ROGERS BEGINS. 


Rogers Relates the Details of Clay- 
ton’s Attempt to Blow His Brains 
Out in His Office—The Episode 
at the Police ‘ Station—Clayton’s 
Troubles With Dr. J. de Barth Shorb. 


J. J. Clayton is now occupying a 
defendant’s chair in the criminal court, 
charged with assault to commit mur- 
der. His trial began yesterday morn- 
ing before Superior Judge J. S. Noyes 
of Riverside county and a jury. Judge 
Smith and. he have “exchanged 
benches.” 

Clayton is a tall, raw-boned, mus- 
cular man of middle age, with small 
eyes, high cheek-bones, and dark hair

is loudly florid; his face is wrinkled; 
his cheeks are not full, and his lips set 


| tightly over his teeth, giving his face | 


a drawn, haggard look. He chews gum 
like a schoolgirl. When moments 
lag, he spends the time in taking down 
rough notes for his attorneys, Messrs. 
Long and Baker. ae 

The case in behalf of the people is 
being prosecuted by Dist.-Atty. Rives 
and his deputy, C. C. McComas. The 
offense of which Clayton is legally 


presumed to be innocent until he is 


proven guilty, occurred September 21, 
when he entered the law offices of Earl 
Rogers, Esq., in the Reddick Block, on 
the corner of First and Broadway, and 
with a revolver threatened to send the 
young attorney’s ghost flitting to the 


“stars unless his wishes were promptly 


complied with. 

Rogers was the first witness om.the 
stand yesterday. He stated that he 
had a very vivid recollection of having 


received a call from Clayton. on the 


afternoon of September 21, about 1 
o'clock. 

“I was making preparations to go on 
a business trip to the country,” said 
Rogers, “and left a client on the side- 
walk for a moment, while I ran up into 
my office for something. I had no 
sooner entered my private office than 
I heard some One in the reception room 


cry out: 


* ‘Watch out, Earl; he’s going to kill 
you!’” 
Rogers then went into the reception 
room and found Clayton holding his 
clerk, Jory, and a young attorney 
named Thompson, under cover of a 
six-shooter. Both men were ranged 
along the wall with their hands up. 
AS Rogers entered, he saw Clayton 
rise from a chair and point the re- 
volver at him straight from the shoul- 
der, with some terrific oath like this: 
“Now, you — —— — Lill fix 
you.” 
Rogers made a grab for the pistol 
and caught it by the barrel. He had 
no recollection of touching Clayton’s 
hand at all. Clayton made an effort 
to loose Rogers from the gun, but was 
unsuccessful. He then gave a second 
jerk, and Rogers, feeling the pistol 
slipping out of his hand, gave it a 
thrust from himself and dodged back 
into his private office. 

As he dodged through the half-open 
door, he seized the knob and banged 
He saw that the door did not 
close readily, and soon observed that 
somebody's hand, supposedly Clay- 
ton’s, was caught. He tried to slam 
the door again, but the hand was 
withdrawn, and a volley of opprobrious 
oaths began. 

Rogers then thought to lock the door 
and escape. It suddenly occurred to

Rogers, who testifie® that he had 
$120 in gold in his potket, then pulled 
out a $10 piece—the smallest he had— 
and told Thompson to give it to Clay- 
ton. 

“Give him that,” he said, “and see 
to it that you get him out of here.’ 

Thompson hinted a drink, and, with 
Clayton, then started down the stairs 
to First street. 

Rogers, meanwhile, had rushed 
frantically to the telephone and was 
trying to get “central” for the Police 
Station, when Jory ran in, saying: 

“They've got him; they've got him!” 

Sergeant Morton and a policeman or 
two had happened along and Clayton 
was promptly arrested. 

Rogers then thought he ought to go 
to the Police Station and swear to a 
complaint at once. He passed the 
officers and Clayton about half way up 
to the station. 

The prosecution were then about to 
introduce the episode at the Police 
Station, when a long objection was in- 
terposed by the attorneys for the de- 
fense, as having nothing to do with the 
case, tra la. But the court overruled 
the objection, and in went the testi- 
mony as showing Clayton's intent in 
the whole matter. | 

It- will be remembered that, while the 
officers were searching Clayton at the 
clerk’s desk in the Police Station, the 
prisoner, at an unguarded moment, 
lammed away at Rogers, and with a 
blow on the mouth and one on the back 
of the head, quickly lulled him {tnto 
a half-hour’s unconsciousness, from 
which he revived in the Receiving Hos- 
pital after the strenuous efforts of two 
or three physicians. 

-After this testimony had been given, 
Rogers stated that he was sure that 
the pistol Clayton used in his office 
was loaded. He had carefully exam- 
ined it at the Police Station. 

“Did you know it was loaded when. 
you met Clayton in your office?” asked 
Dist.-Atty. Rives. 

“Indeed, I did,’’ Quickly “responded 
Rogers. ‘I had to look right into the 
barrels of the revolvér-and could easily 
see six cartridges. They looked as big 
as green walnuts.” 

On cross-examination Rogers related 
all the business dealings he had ever 
had with Clayton as his client. He

and once in front of the Police Station 
told him he was a sick, man and 
wanted a suit begun for damages.

Several other witnesses were exam- 
ined by the prosecution yesterday, and 
the. defense will not-be begun until 
some time today. The trial of the 
cause will be resumed at 10 o’clock this 
forenoon. 

Rogers was one of the attorneys for 
Alford, who killed Lawyer Hunter, and 
he succeeded in .working up so much 
sympathy for his client that the jury 
concluded the slaying of lawyers was a 
meritorious avocation and acquitted 
Alford with a whoop. Clayton seems 
to have taken seriously the defence of 
Alford and to have become possessed 
of a desire to imitate that glorified 
weeder of the bar.

ANOTHER BIG WATER SUIT. 

HOOKER'’S CASE. 

- D. Hooker began suit yest 
against the city of Los 
title to 314.82 acres of land in the Los 
Feliz and Providencia ranchos and the 
Scott tracts.

No great activity is noticeable in the 
local real estate market. In spite of 
the excellerit, joutlook for rain, the 
market has not yet responded so ac- 
tively as many real estate agents sup- 
posed it would do. Several reasons 
have been offered in explanation of-this. 
One of the most plausible is that the 
oil business is interfering to some ex- 
tent with real estate. It is a fact that 
the great profits made by some Los 
Angeles men in the local and other oil 
fields have attracted the attention of 
many investors, and oil is absorbing 
capital, which might otherwise have 
gone jfinto the purchase of city or 
country property. 

On the other hand, there is every 
prospect of an unusually large incur- 
sion of eastern investors, to Southern

NORTH BROADWAY. | 
The sale has already been mentioned 


in The Times of the Taylor property, 


on North Broadway, adjoining the 
Times Building on the east, a lot 40 
feet front by 100 feet deep, with a 
three-story-and-basement structure 
thereon, to the Times-Mirror Company, 
for $22,250. This is at the rate of only 
$556 a front foot, including the im- 
provements, or less than is asked for 
unimproved property one block south 
on the same street, and not much more 
than half the price asked for unim- 


proved property two blocks south. In- 


vestors are beginning to realize the 


truth of. the statement that has been 


made several times in this department 
during the past few years, namely, that 
North Broadway property, at present 
prices, is an excellent investment, and 
this, in spite of the admitted general 
trend of business in a southwesterly di- 
rection. When it comes to figuring up 
the rate at which a building may be 
rented, it makes a very big difference 

whether one has to reckon interest on 
$400 a foot, or $1200 a;sfoot, and there 
are many people just now who are 
looking for cheap rents within a stone’s 
throw of the business center. 

There is talk about a new building 
for a lot on the east side of Broadway, 
between First and Second, which is 
disfigured by a lot of ramshackle “im- 
provements,” that have stood there 
since the boom period. If the own- 
ers of property in that .bleck ‘had 
shown a little more enterprise in the 
vast, and had put up modern improve- 
ments, frontage in the block would not 
today be worth only a little more than 
half the price asked for frontage be- 
tween Second and Third streets, 

; HILL STREET. 

It is announced that the lot at the 
corner of Hill and Third streets, on 
Which the Church of the Unity stands, 
has been sold for the sum of $40,000 
cash, not including the church buila- 
ing. The name of the purchaser has 
not yet been disclosed, but it is under- 
stood that a four-story business block 
will be erected on the site of the 
church. This will give quite an im- 
petus to Hill street as a coming busi- 
ness thoroughfare. Business men and 
investors are beginning to realize that 
it is a much shorter distance between 
Broadway and Third and Hill and 
Third than it is between Broadway and 
Third and Broadway and Seventh 
streets. 

OUTSIDE TOWNS. 

Encouraging news continues to be 
received of real estate activity in the 
outside cities and towns of Southern 
California. This is specially the case in 


San Diego, where a number of good 


sales have been made during the past 
few weeks. San Bernardino also re- 
ports several sales of city property at 


-good prices. 


SANTA CATALINA ISLAND. 

Even Avalon, on Santa Catalina Isl- 
and, is indulging in a little real estate 
activity. There is quite a demand for 
lots there, on account of the limited 
number of those in private ownership, 
the total of such lots being only eighty- 
four, while property-owners and invest- 
ors are beginning to realize that, when 
the camping grounds are closed to the 
general public, after the opening of the 
new resort at the Isthmus, there will 
probably be an extra demand for lodg- 
ing’ and boarding-houses, which can 
only be built on private lots. On the 
other hand, if the Bannings close up all 
their property at Avalon to those who 
do not patronize their boats, and if 
they, at the same time, push the new 
townsite, it may be found that present 
accommodations at Avalon will be suffi- 
cient to accommodate the crowds there. 

PESTHOUSE SITES. 

For some time past a special com- 
mittee-of the Council has been recetv- 
ing bids for a site for a new detention 
hospital for smallpox patients, to take 
the place of the present inconvenient 
and inadequate building in the Chavez 
Ravine. The sites so far offered have 
been either in little valleys among the 
hills, a short distance north of the pres- 
ent site, or else at the northern city 
limits. Most, if not all, of them appear 
to be as unobjectionable, so far as the 
interests of ‘the surrounding property- 
owners and the welfare of the city are 
concerned, as anything that could be 
selected within a reasonable distance 
of the business center.

homestead filings made during the 
past five years are not legal, because 


~that if the person making a declara- 
tion of homestead has failed to state 
that he or she is the head of the fam- 
ily, the homestead is not valid. The 
San Bernardino Times-Index asserts 
that this statement is exaggerated, 
and gives the facts as follows: 

“In 1894 the attorneys of the county 
thought it would be a good scheme to 
have all of them to use the same blank 
forms in making out homestead filings 
and to have the same forms printed in 
the county books in which such filings 
are recorded, so that it would make the 
copying of the papers into the books 
more uniform. To do this the San 
Bernardino Bar Association met and 
appointed a committee to draw up a 
blank that would fill the bill, but in- 
stead of the entire committee attend- 
ing to it one man was left to do the 
work, and when he handed in what he 
thought was about right, it was 
adopted by the attomeys with only a 
hasty inspection. 

“Last year R. M. Reid made out one 
of the blanks in filing on a homestead, 
signing it R. M. Reed, and stating 
that ‘I hereby declare that I am mar- 
ried and that I do now actually re- 
side with my family,” etc., without 
stating whether or not R. M. Reed 
was a man or woman. The title was 
deposited and when it came up in the 
Superior Court it was held that 
pronoun ‘he,’ found later on in 
document was sufficient to show the 
gender of the homesteader, and ac- 
cordingly judgment was rendered in 
his favor. 

‘The case was carried to the Su- 
preme Court, and then the lower court 
was reversed, it being held that both 
the initials, ‘RR. M.,’ and the _pro- 
noun ‘he,’ did not denote the gender, 


the 


or feminine generic name.” 
STREET “IMPROVEMENTS.” 

Another of those cases of so-called 
street improvements, which do not im- 
prove, is having ‘ring in the 
courts, a property-owner on Boyle 
Heights having brought suit against 
the city for $3000, to compensate him 
for damage done to his property, in 
making a deep cut on two sides of his 
corner lot, so as to elevate the prop- 
erty from twenty to twenty-eight feet 
up in the air. If a few more property- 
owners, who have been thus dam- 
aged, would test their rights in the 
courts, the result would, doubtless, be 
to make the city a little more careful 
in carving out cuts and making fills. 

A SAMPLE ROAD. 

An eastern publication devoted to 
road improvement, called “The State’s 
Duty,” recently published the following 
estimate, made by an expert, for a 
sample road: 

“It requires about ten cubic ‘cialis for 

a roadbed two rods long (thirty-three 
y Ah and twelve feet wide. . The earth 
foundation must be made dry and hard, 
with shoulders of earth at sides to:Tre- 
tain the stone bed. he first course of 
broken stone should be of the larger 
size, as they come from the revolving 
screen of the crusher, averaging about 
two and one-half inches in diameter. 
This course is to be put on at a depth 
to make four inches whea rolled. After 
the rolling the voids are to be filled 
with the screen which passes through 
the first section of the revolving screen. 


form and solid. Then the second course 
is applied, which consists of stone pass- 
ing through the second section of the 
screen, averaging one and one-half 
inches in size. This is first rolled and 
then the screening applied as before 
mentioned, until all voids are filled. 
The mass becomes hard, water tight 
and smooth. The rolling after the 
screenings are applied is to be aided 
by the application of water. This can 
be done with the ordinary street 
sprinkler. 

“For common dirt roads there should 
be an under drain of tiling two to three 
inches, about two and one-half to three 
feet deep under center of roadbed. After 
filling and compacting so as to prevent 
settling, the road should be well 
rounded up in the center, so when fin- 
ished it will have a slope from center 
to sides of one-half to one foot. 
grades this should be increased as the 
grade increases, so the water will al- 
ways run from center of road to side, 
as nearly at right angles with center of 
road as possible. After rounding up the 
road, have a common farm harrow to 
pass over it, so as to mix the earth and 
get it as near uniform in character as 
possible. This will also bring the loose 
stones, sticks, leaves, grass, and such 
matter to the surface, where it can be 
seen and readily removed. After this 
give it a thorough rolling, always be- 
ginning at the sides of the road and 
working inward. In very dry weather 
the earth bed should be sprinkled and 
allowed to soak in. It is therefore bet- 
ter to sprinkle late in the afternoon or 
in the evening and roll next day. The 
rolling should be continued until its bed 
has become quite hard and firm, It 
will then cast off ordinary showers and 
rainfalls. In long continued rains the 
water will pass into the earth. e 
drain will convey this off. So a road 
treated in this way will not get miry, or 
have the mud very deep on it. 

“It must be remembered that the ob- 
ject in road construction is to get rid of 
the water and maintain a_ surface 
which will be hard, smooth and fit for 
use at all seasons of the year. 

“In the use of broken stone it must 
be remembered we are to get the stone 
so close that they will lock and inter- 
lock together. ‘This gives firmness, and 
at same time lessens the voids, which 
are to be filled with ground stone or 
fine sand, so the water will not pass 
through the stone bed and dissolve the 
foundation, so that it will yleld to 
pressure, and thus become rough and 
uneven, and cause water to remain in 
small pools on the surface, which will 
cause wear by wheels of wagons grind- 
ing the stone, when softened in these 
pools of water. 

“In the use of stone it is well to re- 
member to secure the locking of the 
stones, Different sizes must be kept 
together in separate courses, hence.the 
use of a revolving screen wih holes 
for stone to pass through, and bends 
‘to receive them is indispensable. No 
good roai can Le made without a re- 
volving screen to separate the stone 
in sizes, ana the good roller to act the 
part of a mason in putting them to- 


come a duplicate, on a large scate, of 
the hill section around Westlake Park. 
Home-seekers in Los Angeles have, 
during the past few years, acquired a 
taste for hill property. and it is in the 
northwestern part of the city that most 
of this property is found. 
a great pity to practically kill the fu- 
ture of that fine section of Los Angeles. 
when there are other and more isolated 
hospital sites to be had.

GRAIN FARMING. 


Los Angeles Trisutaric:. 


ISITORS to Southern California 

are seldom told of the magnificent 

crain and stock ranches that le 
between the metropolis and the sea, 
and a large number ef the residents 
of this section unaware of the 
macnitude and richness of the lands 
they see only as they rush through 
to the sea over the steam and electrie 
lines that lead to thee ocean resorts. 
With determination to make those 
who read, at least. better acquainted 
with the agricultural , resources” of 
‘Los Angeles county, I devoted two 
days this week to a-tour of the great: 
farniinge section of the county. ‘Get- 
tinge my information from the farm- 
ers direct. an article on the agricul- 
tural interest of a Jarge area of the 
lands in ths vicinity may be of in- 
terest to casual! readers, and certainly 
Will be to those who are seeking in- 
formation upon the resources of this 
portion of the State. fe 


The lands lying between the city and 


the sea contain, with approximate 
exactness. about 500 square miles of 
territory. The soil may be classed as 
dry, ‘semi-moist, moist and swampy. 
The former are ef the hills and mesas. 
The lands which will produce goad 
crops in almost any season are those 
with natural sub-irrigation, and oc- 
cupy the “territory below the dry lands 
and low enough to receive the under- 
drafhage from the dry and sandy de- 
posits from the Tater~” mountain- 


erosions. The moist lands.and swampy 
inlets from the ocean are of smaller 
area and are usually the most fertile, 


though there are some rather exten- 
give tracts of this character of local 
origin and situated upon hither 
_jJevels. As a whole, these lands are 


exceedingly fertile and are very. pro- 
ductive of ordinary seasons. 

As to thevextent of the ranches in 
the territory contiguous to Los Angeles, 
some idea may be conveyed by>giving 
the acreage of a dozen or so of the larg- 
est. The Dan Freeman ranch contains 
2.000 acres, devoted largely to barley, 
and containing many small truck 
farms; the Vosburg tract, of 3000 acres, 
for hay, grain and corn, the latter 
raised along the ocean front upon the 
fringe of sandy land that receives its 
moisture from the sea air, and forms 
a strip of land bordering many of the 
other ranches to a depth of two or 
three miles; the Walter L. Vail inter- 
ests, devoted to grain and pasturage, 
with 4000 acres; the Bragg tract, with 


_._the German-American Bank_ property, 


4000 acres; Judge Reddick, 1500; the Do- 
minguez ranch (owned by the Carsons,) 
25,000, two-thirds .of which: is. grain 
Jands, and parts of it moist land where 
Gairies are being established and large 
Silos built to supply feed; the Bixby 
interests are almost us extensive as 
Carson's, embracing 21,000 acres: the 
Wilmington tract of 1700 acres: Dow- 
ney’s estate, 1800; Loma Vista, 3500; the 
Rosecrans ranch, 1100, and the Hell- 
‘man property of 2000 acres. These farm- 
ing lands are cultivated almost to 
an acre, between Los Angeles and the 
ocean, and are almost exclusively in 
the hands of renters. 

Until about twenty years ago these 
large tracts were devoted to sheep 
raising. About the year 1876 grain farm- 
ing began, and soon spread all over 
the territory, until the annual produc- 
tion of barley and wheat reached the 
proportions of nearlyY one million and 
a half sacks annually, which would 
not be an excessive estimate of later 
seasons of sufficient rainfall. The aver- 
age yield iper acre of an average sea- 
son for barley is about twelve sacks. 
and for wheat about nine. I was told by 
Mr. Rosecrans that the year of the 
great financial panic, 1873, marked the 
most depressing time, followed by two 
other years of profitless prices. Dur- 


present administration, he _ stated, 
farming, with normal crops would have 
‘paid well, but the dry years coming so 
often of late has given the ranchers a 
pretty hard deal. : 

Land values vary materially, but 
-Beneral inquiry showed the aver- 


age to.be about $100 per acre for first- 
class quality, which means the price 
for a very large proportion of the ter- 
ritory._ Cash rentals run from $2.50 to 
$3.50 per acre. Where crops are raised 
on. shares the usual proportion is one- 
fourth of the produce paid to: the 
landlord, delivered at the shipping sta- 
tion. In seeding, the grain is sown 
broadcast before the gangplow, where 
the land is free from vegetation: oth- 
erwise it is sown after the plow and 
harrowed in—the plow running about 
four inches deep. Plowing is done very 
deeply, however, after a crop of corn. 
for the production of smaller grain. I 
Was told that the combined harvester 
was not. employed upon these grain 
lands, the moisture usually preventing 
the grain from standing in the field for 
sufficient ripeness to permit the use o? 
the harvester. The grain is cut by the 
header and threshed from the stack in 
the usual Way. It was also stated that 
the barley grown in this territorv was 
used altogether for feed, the ocean 
moisture coloring it too much for malt- 
ing purposes. This section is the :rreat 
sranary of Los Angeles county, 
will, from all indications, soon cease 
be.

cents. Of seeds purchased in the open 
market, the tests showed orchard grass 
53 per cent. bad; red-top clover, 73 per 
cent.; a lot of crimson clover, 98 per 
cent. bad, and some Hungarian brome 
grass that failed to germinate at all.” 
It is to defend our agriculturists 
against such frauds as this, especially 
that the new system is being estab- 


lished.”’ 


: 
Killing Off Thistles. 
A CORRESPONDENT of the -Michi- 


gan Farmer writes as_ follows 

about killing off Canada thisties:— 
‘The writer’s method, which has been 
very successful, is as follows: The job 
is let out to a boy (or boys,) and the 
terms of the contract are ‘no kill, no 


pay.” The result is the boy gets his 
pay. 
On my farm the thistles grow in 


patches, and I pay so much per patch, 
according to size. 
in the spring. Each week for two or 
three weeks the boyg cut them witha 
hoe about two inches below the sur- 
face of the ground. . 

Once in two weeks, for about three 
times and after this about once a 
month, this job is done during the 
balance of the season. By fall the 
thistles are smothered out. 

The leaves of a plant are its lungs. 
You can kill an oak tree by picking off 
its leaves and buds for one season. I 
plan to kill thistles in a field devoted 
to cultivated crops. After the second 
or third cutting very few plants will 
appear. 

By’ a little attention to the boy he 
will attend to the thistles and at the 
same time earn a little cash. I have 
tried salt, which kills the thistle, but 
is expensive and don’t help the boy. 


FRUIT INTERESTS. 


Value 0° Organization, 
T HE San José Mercury has not gone 


very deeply into the problem of 
fruit marketing, judging by some 
of its late editorials upon the handling 
of. the raisin crop. An attempt was 
made last summer to affect an organi- 
zation at San José, that should pack 


The attempt to control the packing 
business failed, but by persistent ef- 
fort a large majority of the growers 
were induced to organize for the pur- 
pose of governing the distribution of 
the ratsin crop, and the prevention of 
competition among the grower-ship- 
pers and the firms doing a_ straight 
packing and shipping business. The 
Mercury says, in speaking of the re- 
sults of the new arrangement, “that 
the organization of fruit-growers up 
to the point of distributing their fruit. 
products to the trade may be made 
a powerful factor in the creation of 
inarkets, and the maintenance of 
-profitable prices, has been demon- 
strated this season by the operations 


of the raisin-growers of this State. 
An attempt to control the packing 
business was unsuccessful, and the 


growers have learned that the line of 
demarcation between the business of 
growing, and the busfness of handling 


so’ well defined that it cannot be ig-. 
nored.”’ The experience of 2000 or- 
ange-growers. in Southern California 
for the last five years demonstrates 
that no such line of demarcation ex- 
ists between the grower and his mar- 
ket, and that the  orchardist can 
handle his oranges from tree to con- 
sumer, without the intervention of any 


factor, either commissionary or spec- 
ulative. The Mercury ought to know 
that the orange market problem 


has been handled to the’satisfaction of 
2000 producers by taking a course ex- 
actly the reverse of that which it ex- 
tols so highly, and that “intelligent 
men” have not all conceded that lines 
of demarcation are of more importance 
in the marketing of fruit than self-re- 
liance and independence. Every one 
knows that the Raisin Growers’ Asso- 
ciation cannot permanently “keep up 
prices at all hazards,’ as is claimed 
so freely by the northern press. That 
would be the work of a trust, pure and 
simple, and place the association out- 
side the category of beneficent insti- 
tutions. No codperative enterprise 
whose basis is other than the proper 
distribution and fair sale of its prod- 
ucts can maintain an honest existence, 
and when it attempts to corner a com- 
' modity and force prices higher than is 
| justified by the laws of supply and de- 
mand, barter and trade, and shares the 
/ spoiis with all kinds of middle men and 
speculators, it will lose the respect and 
sympathy of its own membership. 
Herein is marked the difference: The

LIME FOR OLIVES. 

The whitewashing process to which 
the olive business has been subjected 
since it began to be classed as a fail- 
ure is still in vigorous use spite of the 
fact that efforts are being made to dis- 
cover the whole truth about olive grow- 
ing and the prospects for the oils and 
pickles produced from the fruit. We 
are told in a November issue of the 
Fruit World that the trade prospects 
for olive-growers are good, for the 
present season, and indefinitely; that 
the market for olive oil and pickled 
olives is a steady and a rather rap- 
ily growing one; that the best Cali- 


fornia oil can find a ready 
market in New York City at high 
prices. These statements do not agree 


with the unpublished facts picked up 
by The Times representative while in 
field and market investigating the in- 
dustry. One olive man, who is 
known all over this end os the State,. 
said he was buying the best Santa 
Barbara oil for one-half what the 
wholesale dealer. paid the producer for 
it; that the demand for olive oil was 
so meager grocery men all over the 
Coast were selling below cost to get 
rid of it, or merely holding a small 
stock to supply a very small trade. 
A dozen grocerymen said their olive 
trade was very unsatisfactory, and 
that they never bought in cash lots 
without the reservation allowing the 
return of all unsalable goods. One 
had returned six different lots on ac- 
count of slow Sales and decay during 
the last few months. A friend writing 
from the East says the large cities 
prefer cotton-seed oil on account of 
cheapness, and that California olive oil 
was in poor demand, and would be un- 
til our people get to using it poured 
upon bread as they do in Italy. The 
booming of the olive in Southern Cali- 
fornia ought to be given a rest until 
the Berkeley commissioner and Mr. 
Lelong report, for they are now in- 
vestigating the business, it is said, with 
a view of discovering the causes of the 
lamentable failure. Few readers of 
The Times realize the audacity of the 
exaggeration displayed by interested 
parties in regard to the continuation of 
olive planting. For instance, one of 
the largest fruit-growers in the State 
says: “It is difficult to conceive how 
great would be the increase of wealth 
in our State by the cultivation of 
olives alone. One acre out of every 
500 acres adapted to olive culture in 
this State would produce more in 
value than our wheat exports, judg- 
ing from the past success in olive cul- 


ture.”’

Big Gas Well. | 

AST Monday I came across @ nov- 
L elty in the form of a powerful gas 

well, located in the grain lands this 
side of Gardena. It is on the Rosecrans 
ranch, and the owner was kind enough 
to give me an exhibition of the strength 
of the pressure, and of its strong il- 
luminating and heating powers. The 
well was bored thirteen years ago. It 
is cased with No. 16 fron, seven inches 
in diameter, and through that pipe a 
constant flow of fine illuminating gas 
has been escaping ever since the dis- 
covery was made. Gas was struck at a 
depth of 100 feet. Boring was continued 
through the first hard formation—a 
shale, overlaying a tough, hard sand- 
stone formation ten feet thick—the drill 
finally reaching another hard stratum 
-at..130 feet, which is the present depth of 
the well. The gas pressure now regis- 
ters thirty pounds to the square inch, 
allowing for pipe leakage and waste 
below the casing, and has been used 
for years for domestic and mechanical 
purposes, When the gas was turned on 
and lighted I witnessed a fine sight. 
The blaze was kept away several feet 
from the orifice of the jet, but so 
streng was the combustible properties 
of the gas that the only way to put it 
out was by stopping the flow. Another 
well near by, only ninety feet deep emits 
a strong odor, as that well is not in- 


the jet 
burned many feet above the casing,

I visited a navel-orange grove this 
week from. which I had gathered 
oranges in 1888 for exhibition at a cit- 
rus fair.

This is in evi- 
dence of the strong bearing properties 
of navel trees as they get old. The im- 
pression was general a few years ago 
that this variety would prove a shy 
bearer as the trees aged. Since orchard- 
ists began feeding their trees properly 
all fears of sparse crops have vanished, 
and‘now only the fear of winds and 
frost confront the grower as a menace 
to his business.

Perris has a novelty in alfalfa grow- 
ing. -My informant, who had just vis- 
ited Perris, said that fully 10,000 acres 
were in cultivation in that vicinity, one 
syndicate having planted 2000 acres this 
year. This tract is irrigated from wells 
bored in the field. Water in abundance 
is found near the surface, and it is 
pumped from each well by a portable 
engine, which carries a pump drawing 
the water as it is needed to irrigate 
each portion of the land. This is a 
novel scheme, and so far as I have’ 
heard, is not used in any other part of 


the State. 


In some of the heavier soils the navel 
orange trees have been planted too 
closely. I tried to drive through an or- 
chard this week with an ordinary open- 
topbuggy, but failed. The trees were 
seventeen years old, planted 18x20 feet. 
Sleds have to be used for getting out 
the fruit—a laborious plan, and hard 
for the teams. My citrus pilots told me 
that orchards planted 20x24 feet would 
go thirty years without limb inter- 
ference, and one of them advocated 
planting at that distance and then tak- 
ing out every other tree of the twenties’ 
rows, giving a disance of 40x24. This 
estimate is for heavy land, for 20x20 
would not be too thick for light soils. 
The problem of distance is an interest- 
ing one to new planters, and to old, 
whose orchards may have to be re- 
modeled on account of crowding. I 
find most of the owners of heavy lands 
advocate planting navel trees 20x24 
feet apart. ae 


LIVE STOCK, 


Complaint from Compton. 

H. CARPENTER of Compton 
writes to The Times confuting 
in a general way the statement 
made in this department last week 
that several herds of cattle in his 
neighborhood had been afflicted with 
black-legz. He denies that his cattle 
have had the disease, and says he had 
his herd vaccinated merely as a pre- 
ventive. “I think person should 
be very careful how he publishes an ar- 
ticle in a paper which might do a great 
deal of damage to one’s business, and 
Mr. Greenwood, whoever he is, would 
better be more careful in the future. 
It is a damage not only to the indi- 
vidual, but also to a neighborhood to 
have newspaper articles published 
broadcast that cattle in that neigh- 
borhood are infected with the diseases 
mentioned.” 

Mr. Carpenter should remember that 
the motive of The Times in publishing 
items of this character is broad and 
commendable. It is not to damage or 
embarrass the individual but to con- 
serve and protect the public. Cattle 
disease is general this season in South- 


Sern California. If Carpenter’s 


stock is not infected a carelessness on 
the part of neighboring stock-owners 
toward the spread of infection would 
place his herd in jeopardy and his in- 
terests would be liable to a hundred 
times more damage from disease than 
from a mistake in a newspaper article. 
The public must be brought to the 
point where it does not fear the truth in 
such matters. A few years ago the 
men who have planted so extensively 
to olives were brought into contact 
with a lot of olive nurserymen who had 
microbes, and the infection became 
general. The nurserymen were iIm- 
mune themselves, as shown by the 
factthat few of them planted groves on 
their own lands. If the horticultural 
press had known its duty as it now 
sees it. there would have been declared 
a quarantine against any man who 
planted olive slips less than twenty 
feet apart each way. When The Times 
discovered the condition of the olive 
industry, it took heroic measures to let 
the public know the true state of af- 
fairs. and have the business declared 
a nuisance or brought to success by in- 
vestigation and improvement. The ef- 
fect of this course can be nothing but 
beneficial, in the long run, though it 
be depressing and even disastrous to 
the sale of olive land for the time be- 
ing. This department has had three 
or four invitations from stock-owners 
to send its representative to see herds 
of diseased cattle, and some good 
may have resulted from the _ re- 
ports published, and certainly no 
criticism has been offered where 
herts were visited withers arn 
invitation. The Times believes that one 
of the most seriovs auestions now be- 
fore the people of this section is the 
condition of a large portion of the cat- 
tle, or so much space would not be

As a point is involved in this matter, 
and this department seems to rub up 
against it almost every week, it might 
be stated more specifically that when 
Mr. Greenwood turned in the informa- 
tion regarding the Compton cattle the 
writer called up the surgeon who had 
vaccinated the three herds in question. 
While he would not say anything for 
publication regarding the disease al- 
leged to have affected the Compton cat- 
tle, he stated very plainly that he was 
treating the stock in question for 
symptomatic anthrax, not, however, 
stating whether Mr. Carpenters cows 
were treated as a precautionary or as 
‘a remedial measure. The point is that 
nothing is published as fact in -this 
department without first attempting to 
verify it. If Mr. Greenwood, who is 
known to be reliable, has included Mr. 
Carpenter’s stock among the diseased 
herds by mistake, the writer will cor- 
rect it if it takes a special trip to 
Compton to see Mr. Carpenter, and get 
the facts from him as they are, for 
nothing but the truth is good enough 
for The Times or its readers in mat- 
ters affecting the welfare of Southern

Nine steers purchased by the Minne- 
sota experiment station from Montana 
were selected to ascertain if possible 
the comparative results from feeding 
cattle small or large quantities of meal 
and_also to throw light upon the gen- 
eral behavior of range steers while be- 
ing fed in a stall. The experiment was 
under the direetion of Prof. Thomas 
Shaw. The meal fed consisted of bran, 
barley and corn. These were fed in 
varying proportions, beginning with 
five parts of bran and ending with 
one. The barley fed was in excess of 
the corn at first, but later the barley 
was eliminated, and bran and corn only 
were used. During nearly all of the ex- 
periments the steers were given in ad- 


daily, and at the very last two pounds. 
‘The steers were divided into three lots. 
The first lot had at least six pounds of 
the mixture per day, the second lot 
eight; and the third lot ten, exclusive 
of the oil cake. This amount was in- 
creased one pound at the end of each 
period of twenty-eight days. After feed- 
ing a little over three and two-thirds 
months, the cattle were given practic- 
ally all the grain they would eat. In 
addition to the grain feeds the cattle 
always ate timothy and clover hay 
and a small amount of ensilage. The 
feed was charged at the average market 
price in the State which was as fol- 
lows: Bran, $7.50 per ton; oil cake, $22 
per ton; barley, 20% cents per bushel; 
corn, 24% cents per bushel;- Ray, $4 per 
ton; ensilage, $1.25 per ton. The total 
net profit on the nine steers during the 
hundred and twelve days of experiment 
was $141.50. The experiment demon- 
strated pretty clearly that concentrated 
feeds can be fed with. profit up to a-cer- 
tain point, but beyond that the extra 
feed is given at a loss. The animal 
will eat it, but it will not give back 
2 During the early 
part of the experiment, the steers were 
fed ten and one-half pounds of meal 
daily, and made a gain of one and one- 
half pounds per day. During the last 
eighty-two days they were given four- 
teen and one-half pounds of meal, and 
gained only 1.36 pounds. Ofcourse ani- 
mais naturally gain more rapidly when 
first put on feed, but the difference in 
the result should not be as great as in- 
dicated by these figures. Another 
thing which affected the experiment 
was the difference in the feeding ca- 
pacity of the individual and the impos- 
sibility of judging accurately of this 
factor without prévious trialk These 
steers were uniform in type, and ought

A New Sugar Factory. 
AMES A. DAVIS, industrial com- 
missioner of the Santa Fé road, and 


of the American Beet Sugar Company, 
arrived in Denver last week from a 
stay of several weeks in the southwest- 
ern part of the State, and in New Mex- 
ieo, where they have been inspecting 
the country with a view to establish- 
ing a beet-sugar plant. Mr. Hamilton 
said: 

“The American Beet Sugar Company 
has four large beet-sugar plants. Henry 
T. Oxnard is the president of this -om- 
pany, which has a capital of $20,000,000. 
Two of these factories are in Southern 
California, one at Chino, having a daily 
capacity of 800 tons of beets. The other 
is the largest beet-sugar factory in the 
‘world, having a capacity of, 2000 tons 
of beets a day. Each of the other two 
in Nebraska has a capacity of 350 tons

been looking at the Arkansas Valley. 
Mr. Davis of the Santa Fé and Prof. 
Cooke of the State Agricultural College 
have made experiments in beet culture 
for the last three ‘years, and have 
demonstrated that the Arkansas Valley

any other section of the country. Last 
spring the American Beet Sugar Com- 
pany sent Mr. Davis three of their very 
experts, who fur- 
nished such seed as Mr. Davis desired, 


the experts, directed. Samples of the 
beets so grown were sent to the State 
Agricultural College, as well as to the 
factory in Norfolk, Neb., and the re- 
sults have been most satisfactory, the 
beets showing a high sugar content, 
and coefficient purity. So rich were 
these beets and the tonnage per acre 
so heavy that it attracted Mr. Oxnard’s 
attention. 

“The American Beet Sugar Company 
now proposes to locate a large plant 
on the line of the Santa Fé road in the 
Arkansas Valley, to be ready for the 
crop of 1900, provided the farmers on 


-the-line. of. the road. -between Pueblo | 


and Holly will furnish to the factory 
for five years 8000 acres of beets grown 
in a manner prescribed by the agricul- 
tural experts of the sugar company. 

“No contracts will be taken from 
any farmer who does not own or rent 
good land, under irrigation. The com- 
pany will furnish experts at its own 
expense to teach the farmers how to 
grow the beets. It will also 
shipping charges.”’ 


FORESTRY. 


Santa Ynez Reservation. 


ARGELY through the efforts of the 

Santa Barbara Chamber of Com- 

merce a new forest reserve has been 
set apart by the general government, 
embracing in the neighborhood of 150,- 
000 acres, and extending from Gaviota 
to below the Ventura county line. 
The new national park—for such it 
has virtually become—is called the 
Santa Ynez Forest Reserve. A procla- 
mation reserving it for public use was 
signed by President McKinley on the 
second day of October, but has only 
now been published here.

It may not 
always be young turkeys that they 
buy, but old turkeys and old toms are 
better than tough steak, and there 
must be a certain number of these 
shipped to market every year.. . 


|... Still_it is_on the young turkeys that 


the farmers must dépend chiefly for 
their profits, and these go to the cream 


of the trade. Prices vary from 4 to 6 ~ 


cents a pound for turkeys, which shows 
how much quality tells in the market. 
The extreme prices are paid for the 


young, fat turkeys, which are as soft. 


and tender as it is possible for turkey 


meat to be. When we consider that it - 


costs no more to raise soft, tender, fat 
young turkeys than -poor, scraggly 
ones, it becomes a matter of wisdom 
to:make the effort to raise the former 
for market. The trouble with many 
dealers is to rush their young turkeys 


to market for the Thanksgiving trade, 


whether they are ready for it or not, 
thinking that if they miss that they 
will not get the highest prices. That is 
a mistake, for turkeys will sell for the 
Christmas holidays frequently at as 
good prices as for ‘Thanksgiving, and 
sometimes later they command even 
better prices. What is. particularly 
needed, however, is to fatten the birds 
into prime condition, even if it takes 
until the middle of February, and then 
send them to market. Owing to the 


fact that so many breeders are anx- 


ious to sell the turkeys early, collect- 
ors go about in some sections, and buy 
the poor, lean birds up, and then fat- 
ten them for the later markets. They 
make considerable at this, and tndi- 
rectly rob the farmer of the best fruits 
of his labor. By shutting the birds up 
and fattening them the poorest will 
be in fine condition for selling in a 
month or two. Let the feed be Hberal 
and carefully selected, and do not let 
the birds get bruised in any way. They 


will eat a great deal in confinement , 
after having run about the range all .

Sugar Beets. 


N FURTHERING its task of en- 

couraging the manufacture of beet 

sugar in this country the Agricul- 
tural Department will import another 
large consignment of sugar-beet seed 
from Russia, Germany and France. 
The seed will be distributed to asso- 
ciations, agricultural societies, and to 
large corporations interested in the 
growth of the sugar beet. The depart- 
ment will not send the seed to  in- 
dividuals as previously, as it has been 
found that they fail to make ac- 
curate and full returns, which are val- 
uable to the department. Many lots 
of seeds sent to individuals were not 
heard from atall. The distribution will 
be completed before the lst of De- 
cember.—[Exchange.

Thrashing Watermelons. 
Sons was the banner watermelon 


year of the West, says Leslie’s 
Weekly. The sand hills of the 
prairies and even the plains of the 


short-grass country produced the most 
magnificent, 
known there. The farmers were at qa 
oss how to dispose of them, as the 
hippers could not find a market for 
the abundant supply. To utilize them 
there has been constructed a novel 
machine for thrashing the melons and 
securing from them the seeds, which 
bring a high price at the various seed. 
houses. The machine has a large 
cylinder, from which strong spikes 
project. The melons have been cut 
open the previous day so that they 
are soft, and as they are thrown into 
the hopper they break into pieces. The 
cylinder grinds them into pulp, and as 
this substance is worked along a sieve 
the seeds fall through, with a little 
pulp attached to them. They are 
then shoveled into a large vat, water 
added and the whole ferments. When 
this has taken place the seeds are 
found at the bottom of the vat, and 
are taken out and dried for shipment. 
As it is easy to get $100 worth of seeds 
from an acre of melons, this promises 
to open into a very profitable industry 
for the settlers of the plains.

portation combine cry ‘ruin’ at the 
other arbitrary act of the other com- 
bine, better Known as a mob... Yet 
these western companies are ruining 
thousands of farmers in the West. and 
crippling the interests of some of our 
biggest industries without any heed of 
the victims whose properties they are 
commercially outlawing. and killing.

{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—The market for se- 
curities showed an instantaneous response this 
morning to the promises of relieg to the money 
market contained in Secretary Gage’s circular 
offering to redeem $25,000,000 to government 
bonds at the market price of Wednesday. The 
first hour of the trading witnessed a very 
broad, animated and buoyant market, the ac- 
tivity and strength being very generally dis- 
tributed throughout the list. -The rapidity of 
the advance invited considerable profit-taking 
and there were quick recessions from the open- 
ing level. But the demand for stock con- 
tinued unappeased and until the higher level 
Was reached again, the buying continued. At 
the high level there was a diminution in the 
demand, but the undertone of the market con- 
tinued remarkably firm and offerings to real- 
ize were quickly absorbed. The whole mar- 
ket hinged on the day's cdevelopments—eoncern- 
ing the Treasury Department'’s~ offer; though 
the opening strength was added to by sym- 
pathy with London where the markets were 
affected by the rumor of the death of the 
lioer general, Joubert. The very considerable 
amount of bonds brought to the sub-treasury 
during the day sustained the strength of the 
market. The totarP amount offered was $2,- 
£94,000, but Wall street was full of rumors of 
very heavy blocks of bonds accumulated by 
banking interests for the express purpose of 
availing themselves of the first_offer to buy 
by the Treasury Department. The aggregate 
amount covered by these rumors was consid- 
erably in excess of the total amount of bonds 
to be taken up by the treasury. No confirma- 
tion of these rumors could be had, however. 
A buoyant tone was imparted to other govern- 
ment issues at the call on the Stock Exchange, 
app are nuly on the theory that the offer of the 
Secretary of the Treasury might later be ex- 
tended to include additional bonds. The money 
market was somewhat easier in tone, but did 
not vield below 5 per cent. The response . in 
the foreign exchange market, however, was 
marked.

IRON AND METAL TRADES. 


WEEK WAS QUIET. 
{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16:—Discussing the con- 
dition of iron and metal trades, the Iron Age 
says today: ‘‘On the whole, the week under 
review has been a quiet one. In raw materials 
the situation is unchanged. The greater part 
of the coke supply for next year has been con- 
tracted for on the basis of $2.65 and $2.75 for 
furnace coke at the ovens, while the ore con- 
tracts for next year have not yet been closed. 
In pig iron there has been continued activity 
in Chicago, but in the other markets the vol- 
ume of business has not been large. In the 
Central West the only large transaction has 
been the sale of about forty thousand tons of 
metal, the parties to the transaction being al- 
It ts evident that the rush is 
over for steel billets, and that heavy premiums 
are not. being paid for prompt steel delivery. 


which the new contracts for 1900 delivery are 
being entered into, $36 at Pittsburgh, is a 
heavy advance on the figure at which old con- 
tracts now expiring were taken. In the West 
there have been good sales of steel rails, one 
of the orders calling for sixty miles of light 
rails for a new Utah road. It is reported also 
that a western mill has contracted for the de- 
livery of a heavy tonnage of girder rails for.

SHOCKING CONFESSION MADE BY 
A BEASTLY CRIMINAL. 


He Enticed Orphan Girls to His 
House on the Pretense of Giving 
Them a Home—Admits His Un- 
namable Crimes to City Marshal 
and City Recorder—Other Locals. 


PASADENA, Nov. 16.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] “‘“My God, Lacey! This 
has ruined me!” a pale-faced man of 
50 years exclaimed in the Police Sta- 
tion this afternoon,-and fell in a faint 
in the City Marshal’s arms. He had 
just acknowledged himself guilty of 
the most revolting of crimes. His con- 
fession was amazing. The accusations 
brought against him by a little girl of 
26 years, and by others younger, the 
methods of his fiendishness as described 
by himself, and the shocking details of 
the case, brought out by City Mar- 


shal and City Recorder, make a story 
too terrible to tell. One can only hint 


at it. 

For some time past complaints have 
come to the Marshal about the doings 
of Z. Williams of No. 443 North Fair 
Oaks avenue. Men and women have re- 
ported that he was keeping various lit- 
tle girls about the house in his wife’s 
absence, and that his actions were sus- 
picious. The Marshal watched the fel- 
low, but, did not secure incriminating 
evidence until today, when two young 
men came in from Los Angeles and 
told Lacey that Williams had a young 
sister of theirs at his house, whom they 
wanted to get away from him. They 
preferred grave charges and were in a 
quandary as to just what todo, as they 
did not wish to bring the little girl into 


--eourt. After learning that other com- } 


plaints»had been made, the brothers 
agreed to go up and get Williams and 
bring him before the Marshal. They 
soon returned with him and brought 
the girl along also. The Marshal laid 
the case squarely before Williams. As 
he explained to him the nature of the 
accusations, Williams became very in- 
dignant, and vehemently denied them 
all. Then the girl told her story in his 
presence. She did not spare herself, 
but related all the horrible things 
which had taken place since she had 
been an inmate of Williams’s house. 
As she went on, he grew red with an- 
ger. The two brothers could hardly con- 
tain themselves. They glared at the ac- 
cused and only the restraint of the 
Marshal prevented them from leaping 
upon him. “It’s alla miserable lie, a 
conspiracy!”’ Williams cried when the 
girl concluded. ‘‘Hold on,” said the Mar. 
shal, ‘‘we have some more evidence 
against you and we might as well finish 
this case right up at once.-I’ll send for 
the judge.” i 

“Stop,’’ said Williams. ‘‘Don’t let this 
thing go any further.’”’ Then, after some 
turning and twisting, he said he would 
own up. The confession that he made 
was as astonishing as it was horrible. 
The Marshal and the brothers could 
hardly believe their own ears. “I can’t 
concéive what could induce a man to 
make. such admissions,” said the Mar- 
shal. “I should think a man would 
rather stand a dozen trials than declare 


‘ himself such a fiend. Almost any fellow 


bare fight such charges to the bitter 
end.”’ 
Williams had enticed this girl and 
others to his house by posing as 
a philanthropist. This is the most 
theatrical part of the _ story. He. 
told the Los Angeles family that 
he wished a little girl to do 
light work about the house, to help 
his wife; that he would give her a good 
home and and not require 
much of her. As the family are poor, 
this appeared to be a good opening for 
the girl, and they let her go. It turned 
out, however, that Mrs. Williams was 
away from home, and immediately 
after the girl’s arrival at his house, the 
accused began his villainous practices. 
The depravity of the girl described was 
as vile as it could be. It appeared that 
before he secured this child, Williams 
had obtained others from orphan asy- 
lums and children’s homes. He went 
to these institutions and represented 
that he would like to take a little girl 
and furnish her with a good living in 
return for small services about the 
house in aid of his wife. It is a frequent 
happening that orphans and neglected 
children find good homes in this way, 
and as Williams appeared well, he suc- 
ceeded in carrying out his wretched 
plan. He brought two girls from Los 


_Angeles and one from Long Beach, and 


kept them awhile, reporting on taking 
them back, that they did not suit his 
wife, while the fact was that his wife 
was not at home. 

It is to be remembered that these 
dreadful accusations are brought 
against Williams by himself. After he 
had related them to the City Marshal, 
that officer insisted on sending for the 
City Recorder, and to him Williams 
told the whole tale over again. The 
question was, what to do with such a 
self-indicted monster. The brothers 
pleaded that their young sister be 
spared the exposure of a public trial. 
As for Williams, he was anxious to be 
banished. He wanted a week in which 
to leave the country. The Judge's face 
flushed, and he addressed some violent 
and unofficial remarks to the fellow: 
“T’'ll give you until 9 o’clock tomorrow 
morning to leave this town, and don’t 
you ever come back,” he said. Williams 
started to leave the office, asked when 
delinquent taxes were due, then broke 
down for the first time, and would have 
fallen to the floor if the Marshal had 


caught him. 


Williams gives his age as 50 years, 
but looks younger. He is about 5 feet 
8 inches in height, rather slim, weighs 
perhaps 135 pounds, wears a black mus- 
tache, and has the appearance of a 
business man, not accustomed to se- 
vere manual labor. He owns the cottage 


{n which he has lived on North Fair 


Oaks and has resided here about three 
years. There is nothing in his appear- 
ance to indicate abnormal tendencies, 
and he would pass as a rather good- 
looking fellow. He has not had steady 
occupation since he has lived here, and 
apparently is possessed of some means. 
His wife is living in Los Angeles. 


“DEATH OF COL. IRISH. 


Col. Dallas C. Irish of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., who was found dead near his resi- 
dence in that city on the night of No- 
vember 7, was known in Pasadena, 
being a brother of the late Mrs. Wil-

den death two years ago was deeply 
mourned in this community. Hewasa 
sufferer from heart disease. Physi- 
cians attributed his death to apoplexy. 
Col. Irish was a man of wealth, the 
last surviving member of a large fam- 
Sts, @ll of whom were widely known 
and respected for the strength of char- 
acter and sterling qualities for which 
their grandfather, Capt. Nathaniel 
Irish, was distinguished in the revolu- 
tionary war.’ The colonel leaves a 
widow, two sons and a daughter.

Bonds May Be Issued for a New 
High School—Howe, the Would-be_ 
Suicide, Taken to Los Angeles..

SANTA ANA, Nov. 16.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.] The crowded condi- 
tion of the schools of this ‘city has 
made it necessary that some provision 
be made before the beginning of an- 
other.school year for the better hous- 
ing of the pupils.

A splendid building site for such a 
building has already been purchased,

He stated that 
there was not the slightest chance for 
one of the laborers to lose his pay, if 
he desired to collect ia--Under the act 
of March 27, 1897, the contractors were 
required to file two bonds, one of 2h 
per cent. of the contract price to pro- 
tect the city, and the other of 50 per 
cent, to protect the laborers and other 
workmen, and the material men. The 
contract price for the tunnel is $88,449 
and there is on file in the office of 
the City Clerk a bond for 50 per cent. 
of this amount, with excellent surety 
for the protection of the persons who 
work on the tunnel and those who fur- 
nish material for that work. What- 
ever the disposition of the contractors 
may be, this bond is sufficient to pre- 


vent any workman on the job from 
losing his pay. | 
Andrew Swensen of the firm of 


Swensen & Hill, who have the contract, 
was asked yesterday about the ar- 
rangements made by the firm to pay 
the workmen. He said that there was 
not the slightest trouble about the 
matter. “Some time ago we announced 
that we would pay our men once a 
month, the reason for it being that we. 
are receiving our money from the city 
only once a month. All of the city em- 
ployés are paid that way, and we are 
doing it thus because it is much more 
convenient than it would be otherwise. 
We have said that any man who does 
not like this arrangement can go else- 
where. To those who quit before the 
end of the month we issue time checks, 
which the men do not have to discount 
unless they are so disposed, for they 
are good for their face value. If there 
had not been so much attention paid
